Judge Gartt Postpones De

LEGALLY HELD, SAYS FOLK 


JUDGE KRUM DECLARES SERVICE 
OF WARRANTS ILLEGAL. 


JEFWERSON CITY, Mo., Sept. 20.—Judge 
Ganntt of the Supreme Court in chambers 
this morning heard the application fo 
the discharge of Otto Schumacher ‘and 
Others of St. Louis on habeas corpus. 

Judge Chester Krum and Thomas J 
Rowe appeared for the petitioners, whi! 
Circuit Attorney Folk and his assistant 
A. C. Maroney, appeared for the state. M 
Folk filed the return for the jatier of 8t 
Louis city, in which he claimed the pris- 
@ners are held legally in that they are held 
BY two bench warrants and two capiases. 

Judge Krum then filed a reply in the na 
ture of a demurrer to the return of the 
circult attorney. 

Mr. Folk contended that if the service 
of the bench warrants were illegal, then th: 
capias would legally hold the prisoners. 
Judge Krum argued that the service of the 
bench warrants was illegal and would 
mot hold the prisoners lawfully because 
there was no formally prepared indictment 
to show on what charge the prisoners were 
held. He also claimed that the capiases were 
nugatory because they were issued after 
Judge Gantt issued the order for the jailer 
to show on what ground he held the pris- 
onere. 

At the conclusion of the hearing, at 12:1, 
Judge Gantt announced that he would con- 
gider the matter until Monday morning, at 
which time he would announce his dec.sion.

With Circuit Attorney Folk in Jefferson 
City Saturday attending the habeas cor- 
pus proceedings looking to the release of 
prisoners Helms, Schumacher, Schnettler 
and Tambiyn, in the city jail-on charges 
or bribery and perjury, the grandj.iry is 
mot in session, and will not be in session 
uritil next Monday. 

On that day it is anticipated that a ses- 
gion of unusual importance will be held. 
Circuit Attorney Folk has stated as much. 
‘At the close of Friday's short session Mr. 
Folk smilingly announced that the short 
session was one of the most important yet 
beld, and that testimony of vital import- 
ance to the “boodie’’ campaign had been 
laid before the grandjury. 

He eaid that he was unable at that time 
to announce the nature of the testimony, 
but he said that in all probability Mon- 
day would reveal its importance. 
Because of the near dates for the trials 
of Snyder and Butler, the grandjury will 
gcarcely hold any meetings next week, save 
the one for Monday, when it is thought 
that the indictments will be returned and a 
lohg recess taken. 

Sheriff Dickmann and his deputies and 
Chief Desmond and his sleuths receive and 
investigate fresh clews daily as to the 
whereabouts of Kelly and the other fugl- 
tives, but no clew has yet developed any- 
ahing that has led to anything definite.

ANCESTRY OF THE PRESIDENT 


Official Statement From Secretary Says 
It Is Holland and Scotch-Irish 
and Not Hebrew. 


Special ta the Post-Dispatch. 

NEWPORT, R. I., Sept. 20.—Discussion 
over the lineage of President Roosevelt has 
brought out an official statement from him 
that he is of Holland and Scotch-Irish 
origin and not of Hebrew ancestry. 

The incident, which culminated in the 
statement, grew out of a discussion be- 
tween Hlerman Lelene, secretary to Baron 
Oppenheim of the German legation at 
Cairo. who has visited here, and the Rev. 
FEF. BR. Cuaose of the German Lutheran mis- 
gion. Mr. Lelene asserted that the Presi- 
dent must have been of Hebrew ancestry 
and that originally the name was Rosen- 
fein. To determine the matter the Rev. 
Mr. Cunse wrote to Secretary Cortelyou and 
the reply came as follows: 

“Oyster Bay, N. Y., Sept. 16, 1902 

‘Dear Sir: Your letter of the 13th inst. 
hae peen received, and in reply I would 
say that the statement to which you refer 
is incorrect. The President's ancestry is 
of Holland and Scotch-lIrieh origin. Yours 
truly, GEORGE B. CORTELYO! wi

DESPONDENCY THE CAUSE 


WOMAN LOOKED THROUGH TRAN- 
SOM AND SAW HIM. 


Mrs. Annie Robinson Notified Her Fa- 
ther and a Physician, Who Cut 
the Man Down, but Aid 
Came Too Late. 


Abe Cowen, a sglass-worker, hanged him- 
self in the bathroom at 244 Olive street 
Saturday morning. He slipped a stout but 
slender cord about his neck, tied it to 
the reservoir and then stepped off the 
bathtub and strangled to death. 

Miss Campbell, whose mother conducts 
the rooming house, had gone to the roum 
several timeg trying to learn what was 
the matter with Cowen, who she knew was 
there, and after she had waited 4 minutes 
without receiving a response to her knocks 
and calls, she became frightened and ran 
to Morris Speelman's store at 262 Olive 
street, for somebody to comme and see what 
was the matter. 

Mrs. Annie Robinson, Speelman’'s daugeh- 
ter. accompanied her back, and the latter 
stood on a chair and looked over the 
transom. She stw Cowen hanging there, 
already black in the face. She hastened 
for her father and Dr. J. J. Hoffman, who

acid!’’ 

A physician was called and the man was 
siphoned, but no poison could be found 
in his stomach. Cowen confessed that 
he had tried to asphyxiate himself and 
promised Mrs. Speelman to never attempt 
to take his life again. 

Cowen was 24 years old, and until two 
weeks ago was employed by a large con- 
cern. He was one of the guests of the Em- 


pire Hotel who lost their all in the fire 
there last February, and his cousin, Mor- 
ris Yall, was killed. Mr. and Mrs. Speel- 
man togk him in and gave him a home 
until he ‘could find another. He took a room 
at 2644 Olive street, and his friends fur- 
nished him with his meals, carrying them 
to his room three times a day. 

He Rad been very despondent since the 
Empire Hotel] fire and had never recovered 
|! from the shock of his cousin's death in that 
conflagration. His father is George M. Cohn, 
who lives at Indian Orchard, Wayne Coun- 
ty, Pa. The young man would not permit 
his name to written as is his father’s, 
but insisted upon being addressed as 
“Cowen.”’ 

Cowen has been confined to his bed for 
about two weeks.. He suffered from no 
particular disease, it is said, but just 
seemed to be worn out. A physician at- 
tended him, but could locate no ailment 
which mediéal attention could heal. 

The police were notified shortly after the 
body was discovered and it was removed to 
the morgue.

their organization the ‘‘Suicide Club,”’ and 
thus deter from entering their ranks per- 
sons of nervous témperament who are like- 
ly to be ‘nfinenced by the meretricious 
principles enunciated at their meetings by 
a neurotic, morbid, emervated and blase 
membership. 

As Mrs. Johneon’s physician, I can un- 
qualifiedly state that for some time pre- 
vious to her death ehe had. been under 
treatment by me for mental trouble at ber 
own request. In my op.nion the. influence 
of the Clotho Club and their learned (7) 
discussions as to suicide contributed no 
little to her untimely end. 

As Mrs. Jobnson’s physician and neigh- 
bor I became intimately acquamted with 
her affairs and am competent to state pos- 
itively that she had no reason for her 
course, and that it wae simply the result 
of ber mental condition. 

Therefore the implied reflection upon her 
friends and family by the proceedings at 
this meeting is unkind, uncalled for and 
unfounded.

Henry Dryer, an employe of a tanning 
establishment in South St. Louis, and Fred- 
erick Cummings are dead as. the result of 


contracting antnrax, one of the most dead- | 


ly diseases which is mostly found among 
animals. 

It appears that Cummings had eaten half- 
cooked pork which was impregnated with 
the anthrax germ. 

Dryer’s affliction resulted from handling 
the hides of sheep, which are thought to 


nares been impregnated with the dead.y ba- 
cilli. 

Butchers, tanners and others who handle 
sheep hides are careful of an abrasion 
which may give lodgment to one of these 
anthrax germs. 

Hospita! Superintendent Neitert says this 
is the first case of anthrax infection that 
has come under his observation at the City 
Hospital. 

Dryer was almost constantly engaged in 
handling the hides of sheep and otner ani- 
mals and was subject to inoculation if he 
touched a hide containing the anthrax 


germ. 
" Like the germ of tetanus, or lockjaw, the 
anthrax germ is thought to originate in 
the ground chiefly where there is decayed 
vegetation. 

It is generally communicated to man by 
contact, although one may be infected 
through food or by inhaiation. 

Dr. Neitert will attempt to isolate an an- 
thrax germ from a drop of the patient's 
blood. 

American pork was excluded from the 
German market on the ground that it con- 
tained anthrax germs, but this was regard- 
ed as more of a pretext than the real rea- 
sons promptung the German government's 


action.

It matters not whose “block”’ is forcibly removed, 
the waterworks are turned on almost before the gore is removed 
from the gloves. A report of a big prize fight without an ac- 
count of a hero bathed in tears would be as absurd as a report 
of a battle without a list of the dead, wounded and missing. 
What is there about a prize fight that so melts the emotions of 
the muscular mighty ones and causes them to dissolve in tears? 

Tennyson must have been thinking of something like this when 
he wrote: “Tears, idle tears, I know not what they mean!’’ 
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The mayor's recommendation that $15,000 be appropriated for 
use of Circuit Attorney Folk in the prosecution of the boodlers 
should receive prompt, favorable action by the Municipal As- 
sembly. The state provides no special fund for the use of the 
circuit attorney, but the work of prosecuting the boodle cases is 
extraordinary and costly. The work is for the benefit of St. Louis 
and the city should provide all the money needed for the purpose. 
The starting of a fund by the Post-Dispatch with a contribution 
of $500 has resulted in providing sufficlent money for Mr. Folk’'s 
immediate needs. It prompted also the raising of a guarantee 
fund so that Mr. Folk can proceed with his work, assured that 
the money will not be lacking. But the special appropriation 
should be made. It is eminently proper that the city aid the 
circuit attorney by providing the funds necessary for the un- 
covering of all the facts of municipal corruption and the pun- 
ishing of all the guilty. 
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HOW TO TREAT THE FUGITIVE BOODELRS 


The course to be pursued towards Boodler Kelly, who 's evra4- 
ing the officers of the law, is clear and simple; find him and 
bring him to justice; let him be convicted and given the ex- 
treme penalty of the law. 

Boodler Kelly pleads guilty by evading arrest and go'ng into 
hiding. He forfeits all claim to mercy by defying the law and 
the courts and keeping himself concealed, Being indicted for 
the crime @ boodling, the statute of limitations does not run in 
his-case. If he doer not surrender and serve the state before 
Oct, 27 by exposing the men who conspired to plunder St, Louis in 
the lighting deal, he will shield the other gullty men, but he 
himself will be liable to punishment at any time, That he wil 
be punished is certain. 

The same thing may be said of Boodlers Hartman, D cker, 
Sheridan and Lehman. Al! of them fix their own guilt and for- 
feit consideration by hiding from the law off cers. 

The only way that a bvodler can earn consideration of mercy 
and seek mitigation of punishment is by doing a service for the 
state. The only service he can render is to make a clean breast 
of his own wrongdoing and supply evidence of others’ crimes 

To take an opposite course and obstruct the course of just ce 
is to forfeit all claims for mercy and assure for himself the 
extreme penalty of the violated laws. 

All the hiding boodlers will cventually be caught and punished. 
The widespread news of the extent and enormity of the offences 
of the boodle gang in 8t. Louis will make it dfficult for any 
St. Louis boodler to find an asylum in any country, with or w ‘h- 
out an extradition treaty. They will be regarded as obnoxious 
by any govermument and extraordinary efforts will be made by the 
United States. government to secure their return. 

The boodlers will be caught and pun'‘shed, but they should b> 
caught promptly and sent to trial. It is the duty of the pol ce 
and the sheriff to locate and arrest them at once. Kelly es- 
caped through the easy favor of a sheriff's deputy. That he 
and the cther boodlers are not under arrest is a refiec.iun on 
the police department and the sher'ff's office. 

The people of St. Louis will not brook either trickery or negll- 
gence in dealing with the boodle cases. The repu‘ation and we'- 
tare of St. Louis are at stake in this matter. The laws must be 
vindicated ané St. Touls redeemed from the affliction and ithe 
reproach of boodleism.

HEALTH AND TOBACCO, 


Dr. Coughlin holds that tobacco should 
be refused to convalescents from disease 
until health is fully restored, and that in 
any case of functional heart disease the to- 
bacco history should be investigated. In 
certain individuals no amount of tobacco 
seems to do harm. He holds that when it 
gives @ person an agreeable feeling of com- 


fort after its use it is not contra-indicated, 


but it should not be used by boys or women 
on account of their nervous susceptibility. 


The order of harmfulness of the various 
methods of the use of tobacco is given by 
him as follows: Snuff-taking, chewing, 
cigar smoking, pipe smoking and cigarette 
smoking, the latter being the least harm- 
ful in itself, but more Iiable to do harm 
from increase in the habit. In conclusion 
he holds that the use of tobacco is some- 
times harmess, often harmful and general- 
ly expensive.—Detroit Tribune.

Nothing has been heard recently from

PANIC IN CHURCH 


2000 Negroes Thought They 
Heard Warning of Fire. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Sept. 20.—A cry of 
“fight,"’ mistaken for a warning of “‘fire,”’ 
caused 2000 négroes in the Shiloh Baptist 
Church to engage in a mad rush for the 
doors and windows last night, causing the 
deaths of 115 persons and the serious in- 
jury of many more. 

The catastrophe occurred just as Booker 


T. Washington had closed his address to 
the national convention of Baptists. 

Dead bodies were strewn in every direc- 
tion, and the ambulance service of the city 
was insufficient to move them until after 
1 o'clock. 

The church is the largest house of wor- 
ship for negroes in Birmingham, and the 
pastor says there were at least 2000 persons 
in the edifice when the stampede began. 

Instructions had been issued to aliow no 
more to enter, but the negroes forced their 
way inside the building, and were standing 
in every aisle; even the entrance to the 
church was literally. packed. 

Just as Booker T. Vashingtor finished 
his address, Judge Billou, a negro lawyer 
. from Baltimore, engagedsin an altercation 
with the choir leader c ‘erning an unoc- 
cuplied seat and, it is said, a blow was 
;struck. Someoue in the choir cried, “They

| One of the ministers quickly mounted the 
reaeewen and admonished the crowd to keep 
quiet.

A agune of police was also hastened to 
the church, and with the firemen finally 
succeeded in releasing the negroes from 
their pinioned positions in the entrance. 

The various undertaking establishments 
were crowded this morning with hundreds 
of persons, searching for missing friends 
and relatives who might have been killed 
in the stampede.

all parts of the country. many of them 
belng strangers. renders the work of iden- 
tification somewhat slow.

After midnight last night several bod- 
les of persons who were crushed in the 
panic were found lying in the weeds in 
the vacant lot adjoining the church.

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—St. Louis may 
have boodlers in her city government, 
whose notoriety extends far, but she must 
take a back seat when it comes to finan- 
clers in her police force, All the bouquets 
belong to New York. 

When Police Captain Daniel C. Moynihan 
was on trial before Police Commissioner 
Partridge at police headquarters qa few 
days ago, upon charges that he had a po- 
liceman do carpenter work in one of the 
captain's private houses, the accused testl- 


fled that he was the owner of so much real 
estate, both in this city and in New Jer- 
sey, that he could not count it all. 

It was stated unofficially that the captain, 
who had been the father of fourteen chil- 
dren, was worth anywhere between :#0,000 
and $900,000, vet his salary for the 30 years 
he had been qa policeman was only about 
$oU.000 in the aggregate. 

Capt. Moynihan was found guilty and 
dismissed from the force. 

There are many police officials in this 
city, today, both on active duty and on the 
retired list, who have accumulated great 
wealth during the time they have been 
members of the uniformed force, 

Former Chief of Police Thomas Byrnes 
has 2a million and a half. 

“Big Bill’’ Devery, the former chief of 
police, has an even miliion. 

There are many inspectors and captains 
and retired wardmen who have half a mi!- 
lion and more, and the list of those mem- 
bers of the police department who have 
$50,000 or more is alaced at 48. 

It is estimated that a police official who 
is 24 years on the force, has received al- 
together from the city nearly $48,000 In sal- 
arv during that period. 

The -wealthy captains, Inspectors, chiefs 
and wardmen have made their money in 
different ways. Most of them are real es- 
tate speculators. Many have gambled in 
Wall street, while others have played the 
races quite extensively. 

There #6 no doubt that 
better opportunity of making money than 
any other class of men in this city. 

A wealthy Wall street broker has trouble 
in his family. He goes to the captain of 
his precinct or the chief of police. Stolen 
articles are recovered. Scandals are hushed 
up. In return for such services the Wall 
street man gives the captain or the chief 
a good tip. and the police official makes a 
good investment. 

Former Chief Byrnes made a good portion 
of his money by speculating in Wall street. 
The late Jay Gould was one of Chief 
Byrnes’ greatest admirers.
